2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  permit  any  dog  to  run  at  large 
within  the  Town  of  Jackson. 

3.  Any  dog  found  running  at  large  within  the  Town  of 


Jackson  niay  be  restrained  and  impounded  by  the  Jackson 
Police  Department  at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  Any  dog 
so  impounded  and  not  claimed  by  the  owner  within  ten 
d  ays  after  notice  to  the  owner,  if  known,  may  be  humane- 
ly  disposed  of  by  the  Town  of  Jackson. 

4.  Any  owner  claiming  a  dog  impounded  by  the  Jackson 
Police  Department  shall  pay  all  costs  of  such  impound- 
ment, including  but  not  limited  to  the  cost  of  boarding 
the  dog,  the  cost  of  all  immunization  required  by  law  and 
if  the  dog  is  unlicensed,  the  license  fee  due  the  Town  of 
Jackson. 

5.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  who  shall  cause  or  allow 
the  same  to  bein  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  violation  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punish- 
ed by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $10.  00. 

6.  This  ordinance  shall  be  effective  upon  the  date  of  its 
enactment, "

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 


The  Library  again  enjoyed  a  busy  year.  The  school 
continued  its  project  with  us,  and  we  feel  it  a  successful 
and  worthwhile  joint  collaboration. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continued  their  invaluable 
help,  contributing  volunteer  services  and  putting  on  a  suc- 
cessful book  sale.  Their  generosity  provided  another 
(smaller)  book  cart,  and  reupholstered  the  seat  cushions 
of  the  bay  window. 

With  our  share  of  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  a  new  book 
stack  was  made  to  match  those  already  in  use,  andanother 
smaller  bookcase  is  partially  completed. 

The  Trustees  and  Librarian  attended  meetings  of  var- 
ious library  associations,  book  exhibits  and  workshops  put 
on  by  the  State  Library  Consultant  for  the  North  Country 
District. 

We  wish  to  thank  again  those  generous  donors  whose 
gifts  are  mentioned  in  the  Treasurer's  Report.  Our  spe- 
cial thanks  go  to  Mrs.  Buhrman  Garland  for  the  copy  of  her 
history  of  early  Jackson.  She  is  to  be  complimented  on 
her  painstaking  research. 

Circulation  for  the  year  was  4,  339.  We  are  disappointed 
that  the  Library  is  not  used  more  by  adult  and  high  school 
readers,  most  of  our  patronage  coming  from  the  Elemen- 
tary School  children. 

The  Bookmobile  made  4  visits,  leaving  a  total  of  1897 
books.  Forty  eight  books  were  borrowed  on  inter-library 
loan  through  the  State  Library,  One  hundred  and  sixty-six

our  funds,  including  a  new  edition  of  the  World  Book  En- 
cyclopedia.

During  April  and  May,  1975,  the  Board  held  two  pub- 
lic hearings  to  present  land  subdivision  regulations  to  the 
townspeople.  Following  the  incorporation  of  suggestions 
and  corrections  to  the  basic  regulations  the  Board  met  on 
the  morning  of  May  22,  1975  to  formally  adopt  and  sign 
Land  Subdivision  Regulations  for  Jackson. 

Subsequent  requests  for  advice  and/or  approval  in  re- 
gard to  these  regulations  have  been  handled  promptly  and 
in  accordance  with  the  regulations. 

In  addition,  data  that  is  basic  and  necessary  for  the 
compilation  of  a  Town  Plan  has  been  collected  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  and  interested  townspeople.  This  infor- 
mation has  been  arranged  in  written  and  graphic  form  un- 
der the  direction  of  Mr,  Arthur  Sullivan  of  North  Country 
Council,  Inc.,  our  regional  planning  commission. 

Preliminary  work  has  begun  on  objectives  and  desired 
goals  that  the  town  plan  might  meet  based  on  the  com- 
pilation of  data  and  input  from  the  townspeople.  At  this 
time  the  Board  reaffirms  its  commitment  to  community 
planning  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  townspeople 
and  their  guidance.  The  most  interesting  yet  difficult  work 
is  still  to  come.  That  is  the  work  of  drawing  conclusions 
and  implementing  policies  to  meet  goals  of  the  Town  Plan.

In  the  year  1975  the  undersigned  is  pleased  to  report 
that  the  crime  picture  in  Jackson  is  the  opposite  of  the  na- 
tional and  statewide  trend.  Our  crime  statistics  show  a  de- 
crease of  crimnal  incidents  while  the  national  and  state- 
wide figures  show  marked  increases.  This  can  be  attribut- 
ed to  many  factors,  and  the  most  important  are  the  in- 
crease in  Directed  Patrol  activity  of  the  Police  Department 
and  to  the  alertness  and  awareness  of  our  citizenry  in 
promptly  reporting  all  suspicious  incidents.  By  the  con- 
tinued utilization  of  all  our  resources  both  Police  and  ci- 
vilian we  will  continue  this  trend. 
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A  summary  of  some  of  the  activities  are  as  follows:

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FORKST  FIREWARDEN 

Report  to  Towns 

Upon  the  reconiniendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city 
councils,  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  Forest 
Fire  Warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each 
town  and  city  every  three  years.  The  town  or  city  warden 
is  responsible  for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and  adequate 
equipment  to  suppress  any  wildlife  that  occurs  in  his  town 
or  city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden 
must  authorize  all  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires  can  be  authorized  be- 
tween 9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining,  without 
the  additional  permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the 
written  permission  of  the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and 
cooking  fires  also  require  the  warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest 
Fire  Service,  assists  all  cities  and- towns  in  meeting  these 
requirements  by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in 
wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making  hand  toolsuppressicn 
equipment  available  at  fifty  percent  of  cost,  suppljdng 
pieces  of  Federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack  ve- 
hicles and  sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  wild- 
fire suppressiqn  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town 
program.  Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire 
Service,  for  local  fire  prevention  programs.  Posters  and 
Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available  for  distribution  by  local 
fire  departments  upon  request  to  the  Forest  Fire  Service. 
Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  continu- 
ous wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city,

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 

The  major  local  service  to  the  town  in  1975  has  been 
technical  assistance  to  the  Planning  Board  in  developing  a 
Comprehensive  Plan.  North  Country  Council  staff  mem- 
bers have  attended  six  (6)  meetings  with  the  Planning  Board 
and  Selectmen  in  1975,  In  addition  to  these  meetings,  staff 
members  have  made  five  (5)  working  field  trips  to  the  town 
collecting  data  on  land  use,  housing  and  natural  resources 
for  the  Comprehensive  Plan.  Additional  meetings  have 
been  held  with  various  area  agencies  in  the  North  Country 
to  help  supplement  the  data  in  the  Comprehensive  Plan. 
A  significant  amount  of  staff  time  has  been  compiled  in 
preparing  mapping  for  the  plan.  Soils  mapping  on  six  re- 
producible mylars  has  been  completed  along  with  a  hous- 
ing conditions,  and  community  facilities  map, 

Approximately24  copies  ofthe  various  maps  have  been 
provided  by  the  Council  as  work  sheets  and  for  demonstra- 
tion purposes. 

Presently,  first  draft  copies  of  the  sections  prepared  by 
the  Planning  Board  have  been  typed  and  reproduced  by  the 
Council.  The  value  of  the  services  thus  far  provided  is  es- 
timated to  be  $3,000.00. 

On  the  regional  level,  the  North  Country  prepared  a 
public  transportation  plan  and  is  working  toward  the  im- 
plementation of  its  recommendations.  The  Council  became 
the  economic  development  district  fornorthern  New  Hamp- 
shire on  July  1,  1975,  and  is  currently  carrying  out  this 
function.  Several  region -wide  meetings  on  Water  Supply 
and  Pollution  Control  Commission  regulations,  economic 
development,  seminars  for  planning  board  members,  and 
recycling  of  newsprint  were  sponsored.  A  recently  com- 
pleted re'port  entitled  "The  Regulation  of  Mobile  Homes  in 
the  Community",  prepared  by  the  Council,  provides  tech- 
nical information  to  planning  board  members  and  local 
officials  in  the  area  of  mobile  homes. 

In  1975,  the  Council  increased  its  base  of  local  support 
from  19  to  29  towns.  The  Council  coordinates  its  activi- 
ties with  other  agencies  in  order  to  avoid  any  possible  dup- 
lication of  effort. 

Planning  News,    the  Council's  bimonthly  newsletter, 
disseminates  useful  information  on  land  use,  state  legis- 
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lation,  court  decisions,  and  general  activities  to  iiiterest- 
ed  persons  in  town.  A  town  resident  can  be  placed  on  the 
mailing  list  by  contacting  the  town's  NCC  representative 
or  die  Council  office  in  Franconia,  N.H.  (tel.  823-8108) 
In  performing  its  duties,  the  Council  attends  approx- 
imately 200  night  meetings  a  year. 

For  the  future,  continued  activity  in  community  plann- 
ing assistance  will  be  emphasized  along  witli  major  reg- 
ional efforts  in  economic  development,  land  use,  and  hous- 
ing. Dissemination  of  planning  information  will  be  con- 
tinued. The  Council  is  working  closely  with  the  N.H. 
Public  Utilities  Commission  in  the  improvement  and  up- 
grading of  the  North  Country's  rail  lines,  especially  the 
Lincoln  line  and  the  North  Stratford  to  Beecher  Falls  line. 

The  Council  sincerely  appreciates  and  thanks  the  town 
for  its  support  and  participation.  This  support  has  enabled 
the  Council  to  provide  a  good  deal  of  local  and  regional 
services.

MWV  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COUNCIL 

The  Council,  which  was  established  in  March  1974, 
with  representatives  from  Albany,  Bartlett,  Conway  and 
Jackson  has  been  given  the  responsibility  to  study  the  solid 
waste  problems  of  the  valley  and  alternative  solutions  as 
per  RSA  53-B:  1-5. 

Although  1975  was  a  very  active  year  for  the  Council, 
thedeathof  Eddy  Warren  in  July  was  a  great  loss  to  us.  He 
was  one  of  the  three  representatives  from  Conway  and  his 
interest  and  enthusiasm,  to  say  nothing  of  his  vast  exper- 
ience, was  a  great  inspiration  to  us  all. 

We  started  the  year  facing  the  problem  that  all  towns 
had  to  cease  open-burning  by  July  1,  1975.  Fortunately, 
due  to  the  realization  tliat  this  deadline  was  unrealistic  and 
to  the  interest  and  efforts  of  the  Council  members,  |1B566 
was  passed  in  the  1975  session  of  the  Legislature.  This 
Legislation  effectively  postponed  the  deadline  for  opten- 
burning  in  Bartlett  and  Jackson  to  July  1,   1977,  giving  the 
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Council    time  to  study  the  several  reasonable  solutions 
which  are  economically  practiced. 

Last  spring  the  Council  supported  efforts  made  by  Con- 
way and  other  interested  towns  in  the  State  to  gain  ac- 
ceptance of  the  principle  of  "Open-Pit"  Incineration  by 
the  Air  Pollution  Board.  Although  the  appeal  was  not  suc- 
cessful, it  was  interesting  to  see  how  many  towns  realized 
the  practical  aspects  of  "Open-Pit"  Incineration  as  an  alt- 
ernative to  conventional  incineration.  The  Conway  Se- 
lectmen report  that  the  cost  of  disposing  of  the  solid  waste 
from  Conway,  Eaton  and  Albany  is  about  $1.50  per  ton. 
Considering  this  relatively  inexpensive  solution,  it  should 
be  noted  that  legislation  will  be  considered  by  the  1976 
Special  Session  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislation  which 
will  alow  "Open-Kt"  incineration  in  towns  with  a  popu- 
lation less  than  5,  000  if  the  glass  is^  separated  before  in- 
cineration takes  place. 

Since  few  adequate  landfill  sites  are  available  in  the 
Valley,  we  looked  into  the  possibility  of  trucking  our  waste 
to  the  landfill  operation  starting  in  Ossipee.  While  this 
might  be  a  reasonable  short  term  solution,  it  is  as  waste- 
ful as  incineration  and  could  be  very  expensive.  Also  con- 
cern was  expressed  about  the  advisability  of  land  fill  in 
general  and  specifically  one  in  pereable  sands  over  one  of 
the  largest  underground  Takes  east  of  the  Mississippi. 

Although  recycling  continues  to  be  a;n  interesting  pos- 
sibility from  the  point  of  view  of  conservation  of  energy, 
the  bottom  has  more  or  less  fallen  out  of  the  market  and 
public  resistance  to  home  separation  of  glass,  cans  and 
paper  continues  to  be  high. 

The  Council  had  a  frustrating  summer  until  a  proposal 
was  made  by  a  firm  specializing  in  solid  waste  recovery. 
An  idea  was  proposed  to  compact  our  waste  and  ship  it  to 
a  company  who  could  use  it  as  fuel  to  generate  steam. 
The  Council  expressed  considerable  interest  because  one 
ton  of  garbage  is  the  equivalent  of  66  gallons  of  #2  fuel 
oil.  Therefore,  the  Valley,  which  generates  about  80  tons 
of  solid  waste  per  day,  wastes  the  equivalent  of  2,  000,  000 
gallons  of  fuel  oil  each  year. 

At  present  the  Council  is  investigating  this  proposal 
and  agrees  that,  if  the  cost  per  ton  is  reasonable  ($1.00  - 
$1.50),  the  towns  should  be  encouraged  to  participate.  It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  this  is  only  a  proposal,  but  if  it 
can  be  worked  out  it  will  be  one  of  the  first  such  programs 
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in  the  country.  We  hope  to  have  more  definite  news  before 
snow  melts. 

The  Mt,  Washington  Valley  Public  Service  Council 
will  continue  to  serve  the  communities  in  the  Valley  in 
1976.  We  look  forward  to  a  successful  year  ahead  and  are 
open  to  any  ideas  or  suggestions  which  any  of  you  would 
like  to  make.

SACO  RIVER  STEERING  COMMITTEE 

Subsequent  to  action  taken  at  the  March  1975  Annual 
Meetings  of  Conway  and  Jackson,  a  Saco  River  Steering 
Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  Due  to  an 
oversight,  a  special  article  to  this  effect  failed  to  appear 
in  the  Bartlett  warrant.  However,  Selectman  Gene  Chandler 
agreed  to  serv6  in  an  ad  hoc  capacity,  representing  Bart- 
lett. 

The  purpose  of  this  committee  is  to  "research  and  draw 
u  p  in  cooperation  with  other  towns  in  the  valley  an  over- 
all plan  for  future  use  and  regulation  of  the  Saco  River  and 
major  tributaries". 

Members  from  Conway  appointed  were  Chester  B.  Lucy, 
Ned  McSherry,  Thomas  Deans,  Woodrow  Allard;  Bartlett - 
Gene  Chandler;  Jackson  -  Herbert  George  and  Robert  Mc- 
Manus. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  it  should  first 
take  an  inventory,  so  to  speak,  to  find  out  what  direction 
the  residents  themselves  wanted  to  take,  then  establish 
priorities  and  proceed  to  implement  these  priorities. 

The  Committee  has  met  with  members  of  the  State 
Planning  Commission,  North  Country  Council,  Saco  River 
Corridor  -  Maine,  and  others.  Two  public  meetings  with 
landowners  along  the  Saco  were  held.  Field  trips  by  the 
Committee  were  made  inspecting  the  Saco  from  above 
BartlettVillage  to  the  Maine  -  New  Hampshire  state  line. 
2,000  questionnaires  were  mailed  throughout  the  valley 
requesting  opinions  on  different  aspects  and  priorities  of 
the  Saco  River  Valley,  from  which  there  was  a  return  of 
284. 
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Since  there  is  already  broad  legislation  concerning 
river  control  and  planning  on  both  the  Federal  and  State 
level,  it  is  our  opinion  that  tlie  residents  in  the  Valley 
would  much  rather  have  control  from  a  local  level  rather 
than  Federal  and  State.  The  returns  from  questionnaires 
bear  this  out.  Therefore,  if  some  local  plan,  no  matter 
how  broad,  is  already  in  existence,  it  follows  that  other 
regulatory  bodies  would  have  a  "hands  off"  policy.  This 
has  been  confirmed  from  higher  levels  of  government. 

At  this  point!  would  like  to  say  that  from  the  very  be- 
ginning in  April  1975  we  have  had  tremendous  cooperation 
among  the  different  town  representatives  and  officers. 
Everyone  concerned  feels  we  have  a  common  purpose,  and 
that  political  boundaries  should  have  no  bearing  on  our 
efforts  and  direction. 

Because  of  the  scope  of  our  project  and  the  fact  that 
we  are  all  volunteers,  we  are  able  to  give  only  a  progress 
report  rather  than  a  final  report  at  this  time.  Most  of  the 
leg  work  is  done  so  that  the  next  twelve  months  should  see 
a  final  report  with  recommendations.  For  these  reasons, 
there  is  a  special  article  in  the  Conway  warrant  requesting 
further  funding  to  pay  future  expenses  and  "keep  us  alive.  " 
There  is  a  similar  article  in  the  B  irtlett  and  Jackson  war- 
rants. We  promise  not  to  squander. 

As  positive  action  recommended  at  this  time,  we  have 
petitioned  an  article  in  the  Conway  warrant  to  amend  the 
Conway  Flood  Plan  Ordinance  to  except  imunicipal  and 
school  district  facilities.  This  would  enable  water  districts 
to  construct  pumping  stations,  if  needed  in  the  future,  and 
school  plant  expansions  on  existing  sites  if  so  desired  by  the 
voters. 

At  some  pointin  the  future  public  meetings  will  be  held 
to  get  your  in -put  and  also  explain  our  progress  so  far.

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HIGHWAY  COMMISSIONER'S  RKPORT 

The  calendar  year  1975  maintenance  requirements  pre- 
sented new  areas  which  were  adopted  -  namely:  prevent- 
ive maintenance  inspections  of  town  vehicles  and  repairs 
required;  acquisition  of  equipment  deemed  necessary  to 
insure  continued  effective  maintenance  of  vehicles  and 
equipment;  and  acquisition  of  additional  parts  to  insure 
ability  to  handle  unusual  problems  associated  with  the  roads 
resultant  from  unique  weather  conditions. 

Three  culverts  were  replaced  (Thorn  Mountain  Road  - 
1,  Black  Mountain  Road  -  1,  and  Iron  Mountain  Road  -  1). 
Resurfacing  of  White  Mountain  Inn  Road  and  Eagle  Moun- 
tain Road  was  accomplished. 

Improvement  of  ditching,  grading  of  banks  and  exca- 
vation of  culverts  and  headers  was  also  accomplished  on 
the  above  roads;  as  well  as  minor  activities  in  this  field  on 
other  roads  within  the  Town. 

Tarring  of  Town  roads  was  accomplished  as  required, 
as  was  cold  patching,  brushing  of  banks,  and  minor  sur- 
face repairs. 

In  an  e"ffort  to  insure  addressing  the  over -all  problem 
of  road  maintenance  within  the  Town,  an  evaluation  of 
the  problems  which  exist  was  made  and  work  is  progressing 
on  plans  to  resolve  the  problems. 

Following  is  a  resume  of  Problems  and  Plans  of  and  for 
the  roads  within  the  Town  of  Jackson; 

PROBLEMS: 

1.  Determination  of  ownership  of  roads.  Either  the  Town 
does  not  have,  or  if  it  did  receive,  they  cannot  be  located 
many  of  the  "deeds"  giving  the  land  on  which  Town  Roads 
are  located  to  the  Town. 

2.  Old  Town  Roads,  historically,  were  built  on  roads 
used  over  a  long  period  of  time.  Consequently,  a  good  por- 
tion of  the  Town  Roads  have  bases  filled  in  with  stumps 
and  rocks  which  "work  their  way  to  the  surface"  and  cause 
bumps  which  in  turn  require  digging  out,  cold  patching 
and  then  tarring. 

3.  Road  shoulders  in  many  instances  are  not  graded  in- 
to ditches,  but  rather  are  higher  than  the  crown  of  the 
road.  This  causes  water /melt  run-off  to  be  confined  to  the 
road.  Ice  patches  form  and  in  turnhelphasten  deterioration 
of  road  surfaces. 
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4.  Dispersal  fans  are  silted  up  and  need  repair  or  re- 
placement. 

5.  Headers/catch  basins  are  silted  up  and  need  repair. 
In  some  instances  they  are  falling  apart  and  need  repair 
and /or  replacement, 

6.  Culverts  are  in  some  instances  of  imporper  size  to 
handle  the  run-off;  in  some  instances  they  are  improperly 
sited  to  handle  run-off  with  respect  to  ditching;  in  some 
instances  are  too  close  to  the  surface  of  the  road;  and  in 
some  instances  are  collapsed.  Ditches  need  retrenching  et 
al  for  assist  all  areas, 

7.  Continued /constant  maintenance  needs  to  continue, 
but  with  rising  costs  of  materials  a  problem  exists  -  cut 
magnitude  of  repairs  or  increase  road  maintenance  budget. 

8.  The  problem  of  adjusting  budget/monies  received 
from  the  state  to  compensate  for  the  Winter  Maintenance 
performed  by  the  Town  on  Class  I  and  II  Roads. 

9.  Bridges  are  deteriorating  and  need  repair,  painting, 
and /or  eventual  replacement, 

PLANS: 

1.  Prepare  programs  for  road  maintenance  on  1^  3  and 
5  year  cycles, 

2.  Prepare  listing  of  all  deficiencies  by  problem  area 
by  road, 

3.  Categorize  by  problem  area  and  assign  a  priority 
for  resolution  within  problem  areas. 

4.  1  Year  Program: 

a.  All  maintenance  to  be  performed  on  all  roads  and  all 
bridges  to  be  enumerated  (i.e,  ditching,  culvert  clean- 
ing/marking, leader  and  catch  basin  cleaning,  cold  patch- 
ing,  painting  of  bridges  and  similar  routine  maintenance) 

b.  Once  enumerated  then  a  time  schedule  for  accomplish- 
ment. 

5.  3  Year  Program: 

a.  Plan  schedule  for  use /expenditure  of  Town  Road  Aid 
(TRA)  funds  so  that  it  is  spread  where  needed. 

b.  Determine  schedule  for  tarring  of  each  town  road  at 
least  once  every  three  years  (some  roads  need  it  more  often, 
some  less  frequently), 

c.  Determine  which  culverts,  headers  and  catch  basins 
need  major  repair  or  replacement  and  schedule  in  order  of 
priority.

d.  Determine  ditches  which  need  attention,  dispersal  fans 
which  need  repair  or  replacements  and  schedule  in  order 
of  priority. 

e.  Schedule  repair  and /or  painting  of  bridges  in  order  of 
priority.  In  conjunction  with  State  determine  by  inspection 
which  bridges,  if  any,  need  replacement;  then  cost  out, 
raise  funds  and  schedule  work. 

f .  Schedule  trimming  of  brush,  limb  and  roadside  growth 
in  order  to  provide  for  ease  in  "winging"  in  winter.  Also 
clean  growth  from  ditches  and  in  vicinity  of  culverts  to 
provide  for  freer  flow  of  water. 

6.  5  Year  Program: 

a.  Plan  schedule  for  major  road  repairs  (i.e.  shoulder  slop- 
ing, shoulder  repair,  road  surface  repair  to  include  remov^ 
al  of  frost  heave  stones  and  stumps,  road  surface  replace- 
ment, and  bridge  replacement;also  anyroad  reconstruction) 

b.  Plan  for  (if  required)  phased  construction  oi  new  Town 
Roads.  Schedule  in  priority  if  determined  a  requirement. 

c.  Plan  for  re-surfacing  (I.e.  "hot  topping",  orSTG)of 
existing  town  roads  primarily  gravel  and  gravel  and  dirt. 

d.  Review  desirability  of  upgrading  quality /classification 
of  roads  (particularly  Class  VII  and/or  Primitive).  If  war- 
ranted, schedule  in  order  of  priority. 

e.  Review  desirability  of  renewing  maintenance  on  those 
on  which  maintenance  has  been  discontinued.  If  warranted 
schedule  in  order  of  priority. 

f.  Review  overall  Road  Design  and  Construction  Standards, 
as  adopted,  to  determine  modifications,  if  any,  required 
or  desirable. 

Present  Town  Road  Design  &  Construction  Standards. 

Road  Design  and  Construction  Standards  were  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  April  14,  1975.  These  stan- 
dards permit  the  construction  of  "private"  roads  (within 
developments  and  or  by  individual)  with  certain  limitations 
incorporated  to  protect  the  Town  in  the  event  such  road 
were  ever  considered  to  be  accepted  as  a  Town  Road.  The 
goal  of  these  standards  is  to  provide  Town  Roads  which  will 
require  only  the  normal  maintenance  and  not  "bleed"  the 
road  maintenance  budget  while  at  the  same  time  providing 
a  travel  surface  to  be  a  "credit  to  the  Town".

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SELECTMEN'S  NOTES 


Following  are  general  Information  notes,  in  no  speci- 
fic order  or  degree  of  priority,  which  the  Selectmen  feel 
will  be  of  interest  to  the  property  owners  within  the  Town 
of  Jackson. 

l.SEPTIC  SYSTEMS: 

Any  design  for  a  septic  system  must  have  the  approval 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire's  Water  Supply  and  Pollu- 
tion Control  Commission,  This  is  "An  Approval  to  Con- 
struct", 

Upon  construction  and  before  the  system  is  covered, 
the  system  must  be  inspected  by  the  WS&PCC's  local  rep- 
resentative (Mr.  J.  Arthur  Doucette).  If  the  septic  system 
is  covered  prior  to  its  inspection,  State  statutes  provide 
for  the  means  to  cause  its  uncovering,  at  owner's  expense, 
for  the  required  inspection. 

If,  oninsp*2ction„  the  system  is  approved  by  Mr,  Dou- 
cette, he  is  authorized  to  issue  a  "Permit  to  Operate".  This 
permit  is  required  before  actual  use  of  the  system  is  made. 

2.  VETERANS'  EXEMPTIONS: 

A  "permanent"'  (blue)  card  must  be  filled  out  by  the 
veteran,  be  approved  by  the  Selectmen,  and  be  on  file  in 
the  Selectmen's  office,  before  any  individual  so  qualify- 
ing is  eligible  for  the  War  Service  Credit  to  his  property 
tax. 

The  fact  thata  "blue  card  is  approved  and  on  file  does 
not  automatically  entitle  the  veteran  to  the  credit.  He 
must  also  file  each  year  a  request  for  the  exemption.  This 
request  is  a  part  of  the  Inventory  which  is  mailed  annually 
and  must  be  recieved  by  the  Selectmen  no  later  than  15 
April  each  year. 

In  resume  -  No  approved  "blue  card"  and/or  no  "in- 
ventory request"  means  NO  CREDIT  on  your  property  tax, 

3.  INVENTORY  FORM: 

This  form  is  mailed  each  year  to  every  property  ow- 
ner. It  must  be  returned  to  (in  the  hands  of)  the  Selectmen 
by  or  before  15  April,  completed  in  such  detail  as  requir- 
ed. 

There  is  much  information  which,  if  entered  on  the 
form,  is  of  value  to  the  Selectmen  in  their  responses  to 
the  requests  from  the  State  and  Federal  governments.  Also, 
much  of  the  information  contained  on  the  form  is  the  basis 
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for  benefits  which  can  accrue  to  the  Town  (for  example: 
The  greater  our  pnapulation,  which  can  be  verified  as  res- 
idents, the  greater  will  be  our  return  of  benefits  from  the 
State  and  Federal  governments). 

Detailed  reading  of  the  notes  and  instructions  of  tlie 
Form  will  reveal  to  you  that  you,  as  an  individual,  lose 
a  benefit  or  two  if  you  fail  to  complete,  and /or  return  the 
form. 

4.  WATER  PRECINCT  TAXES: 

In  the  past  the  tax  bill  for  the  water  precinct  property 
owners  has  been  sent  separately.  Effective  this  year,  this 
bill  will  be  included  as  part  of  the  total  property  tax  for 
those  individuals  residing  in  the  precinct  and  subject  to 
the  precinct  tax. 

The  timely  disbursement  of  property  tax  billings  is  de- 
pendent upon  submission  by  the  Commissioners  of  theWater 
Precinct  of  required  data  to  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration  (Municipal  Services  Division).  Without  this 
input,  the  Property  Tax  can  not  and  will  not  be  calculated 
or  approved -by  the  Department. 

5.  PROPERTY  TAXES: 

This  year,  depending  upon  the  input  by  all  involved 
agencies  within  the  town,  the  tax  bills,  it  is  anticipated, 
will  be  sent  out  no  later  tiian  the  end  of  September.  Pen- 
alties (interest)  is  due  from  1  December  and  will  be  so 
charged. 

If  the  article  in  the  town  warrant  dealing  with  the  pre- 
payment of  property  taxes  is  approved,  it  will  be  possible 
to  pre-pay  your  property  taxes  in  amounts  of  not  less  than 
$10.  00  or  multiples  of  $10.  00. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  officials  of  the  town  within  'whose 
purview  the  matters  of  delinquent  taxes  reside,  to  insure 
that  the  provisions  of  the  N.H,  Statutes  relative  to  actions 
concerning  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  is  enforced. 

It  is  the  property  owner's  responsibility  to  insure  that 
the  Town  has  the  correct  address  to  where  to  send  the  ap- 
propriate   tax  bills.    It  is  not  the  town's  responsibility. 
Therefore  late  receipt  oftax  bills  is  the  owner's  cause,  not 
the  town's. 

It  is  the  seller's  and  purchaser's  problem,  at  time  of 
sale,  to  determine  who  will  pay  the  property  taxes  when 
billed.  The  town  will  send  the  tax  bill  to  the  owner  of 
record  as  ot  1  April.  Consequently,  if  no  proper  arrange- 
ments have  been  made,  at  time  of  sale;  and  the  tax  bill 
is  delayed  past  the  deadline,  interest  will  be  charged. 
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It  is  not  the  Selectmen's  responsibility  to  determine 
pro-rata  amounts  of  property  tax  between  a  buyer  and 
seller.  It  is  their  responsibility,  ine  Selectmen  will  not 
do  this  and  consequently  any  failure  on  the  part  of  tfie  buy- 
er and/or  seller,  at  time  of  sale,  to  determine  who  is  to 
pay  the  entire  property  tax,  could  result  in  interest  being 
charged  while  they  determine,  after  the  fact,  who  is  going 
to  pay. 

There  is  a  proper  procedure  for  requesting  abatement 
of  property  taxes  (reassessment  of  property).  Such  proced- 
ure requires  that  requests  be  submitted  on  the  proper  form 
in  writing  to  the  Selectmen.  The  Selectmen  have  these 
forms.  No  consideration  will  be  given  unless  the  request 
is  submitted  on  proper  form. 

6.  FLOOD  INSURANCE: 

The  Town  of  Jackson  has  been  accepted  into  the  Fed- 
eral Flood  Insurance  Program.  Flood  insurance  for  those 
propertiesin  the  delineated  flood  hazard  area  is  available. 
Insurance  can  be  obtained  from  any  insurance  company; 
however,  there  is  one  company  who  handles  all  such  re- 
quests. 

If  flood  insurance  is  desired,  it  is  suggested  you  con- 
tact your  local  insurance  representative. 

7.  USE  OF  TOWN  EQUIPMENT: 

No  individual  use  of  town  equipment  is  authorized  with- 
out the  prior  approval  of  the  Selectmen.  Therefore,  if  you 
desire  to  use  any  town  equipment  for  an  individual  project, 
prior  approval  must  be  obtained;  and  subsequent  thereto  the 
Selectmen  will  authorize  the  involved  department  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  work. 

Billings  for  use  of  town  equipment  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  individual  requesting  its  use,  after  use  has  been  com- 
pleted, 

8.  TAX  MAPPING: 

The  tax  mapping  project  for  the  town  will  be  at  least 
90%  completed  in  this  year,  although  all  remaining  re- 
quired funds  for  completion  will  be  requested  and  encum- 
bered this  year. 

There  will  be  a  period  of  time,  later  in  the  year,  when 
the  tax  map  will  be  available  for  review  by  individual 
landowners.  At  this  time,  any  variations  in  what  the  tax 
map  shows  and  what  the  property  owner  feels  regards  his 
land  boundaries  and/or  location,  will  be  discussed  indivi- 
dually.   It  would  be  desirable,    at  such  discussions,  that 
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the  property  owner  have  in  his  possession  all  deeds  and  doc- 
uments relative  to  the  description  of  his  property. 

9.  APPOINTMENTS  TO  BOARDS  and/or  COMMISSIONS: 
Whenever  an  individual  accepts  appointment  to  a  Board 

or  Commission  of  the  town  (which  requires  an  oath  to  be 
taken),  the  appropriate  oath  form  will  be  forwarded  to  that 
individual  in  the  desired  number  of  copies. 

Execution  of  the  oath  may  be  accomplished  by  the 
Town  Clerk  who  will  retain  the  original  for  town  records. 

Failure  to  execute  the  oath  could  cause  the  Board  or 
Commission,  if  the  individual  serves  thereon  and  partici- 
pates in  decisions  thereof  without  execution  of  the  oath, 
to  be  considered  as  acting  illegally.  This  could  give  rise 
to  law  suits  from  disgruntled  individuals,  and  result  in  ac- 
tions of  the  board  and/or  commission  being  declared  in- 
valid or  unenforceable, 

10.  RESIDENT  TAXES: 

All  resident  taxes  are  due  and  payable  on  or  before  1 
December,  A  listing  of  all  individuals  whose  residence 
tax  is  unpaid  will  be  provided  the  Department  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as  per  their  instruct- 
ions. Resident  taxes  unpaid  on  1  December  are  subject  to 
a  $1.00  penalty,  which  will  be  assessed.
